This is not a ve ty professional job of layout, but I think it is good 
nough to use. If the scotch tape is unacceptable, you can cut it off (since it 
ctoesn t go over the printing) and use rubber cement instead. (The first page has 
rubber Ksmefcx cement, but it wrinkled up on me when I typed on it, so I used just 
tape on the other pages.) In any case x you will want to fasten down the free edge 
of the copy of Ford's book. 2 

You will probably want to cut off or cover up the first gcag part of p 19 
* would guess that there would be no problem of copyright infringement if 'you 

use this am part of Ford’s book m this way, but there might be a problem if you 
just. reproduce the earlier pages. (As I recall. Ford's publisher refused Lifton 
permission a long time ago, which he used as an argument to the teh Archives that 
they should XHfcaaxs release at least the parts Ford quoted.) I'm sure K Jim can 
reassure you on this. 

1 have included all the changes I g found, either in the text or on the facing 
page. If you think the minor changes are too distracting, you might want to call 
attention to the major changes by lines in the margin, or such. (On the other hand, 
some of tne apparently minor changes are quite interesting.) 

I hope these pages fit in your layout format! It took me quite a bit of time 
to prepare them. I am sending you the originals.

(C) A copy of the Archives letter of June 14, 1974 to me. (I guess that is the 
one you have been asking for.) 

Your 6/28, paragraph 4: I was not suggesting that you use your special info 
re Sweatt only note that Rankin misrepresented what they knew about him in his 
presentation to the WC, and the Ford completely is cut him out of the book. 

I have had no response from Lifton, nor any indication that the Archives told 
anyone else about this release.
